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THE  URTUQIDS 
OF  MARIDIN

One  of  the  rules  of  the  Mohammedan  faith  is  that  no  graven  image  of 
any  living  thing  is  allowed,  and,  as  this  was  normally  interpreted 
to  mean  that  there  was  to  be  no  pictorial  design  on  the  coinage,  most 
Moslem  coins  are  very  dull  to  us.  True,  they  have  a beauty  of  their 
own  - that  of  geometrical  pattern  and  of  calligraphy;  but  this  sort 
of  thing  is  really  an  acquired  taste.  This  lack  of  beauty  in  our 
sense  of  the  word  combined  with  the  alphabet  barrier  - as  one  man 
said  to  me  recently,  "All  that  Arabic  looks  Chinese  to  me"  - means 
that  many  collectors  simply  pass  by  Mohammedan  coins  "on  the  other 
side  of  the  road". 

However,  there  is  an  exception  to  the  general  rule.  Between  the 
middle  of  the  12th  and  the  middle  of  the  13th  centuries  AD  in  the 
northern  Mesopotamia-southern  Anatolia  region  a whole  range  of  pic- 
torial coins  suddenly  blossoms  out,  and,  just  as  suddenly,  dies  away 
again.  This  sudden  change  was  almost  certainly  due  to  the  impact 
of  the  Crusades  - the  Crusaders  were  used  to  pictorial  designs  on 
their  own  coins,  and  the  Moslem  areas  nearest  to  them  wanted  to  do 
all  they  could  to  facilitate  trade. 

Many  of  these  pictorial  Moslem  coins  are  large  bronzes,  and  these 
are  usually  grouped  together  and  called  "Turcoman",  even  though  not 
all  the  issuing  rulers  were  of  Turcoman  stock.  The  greatest  number 
and  variety  of  such  coins  emanate  from  the  Urtuqids  variously  known 
as  being  of  Maridin  or  of  Diarbekr.  Though  these  Urtuqids  did  produce 
some  non-pictorial  coins,  the  majority  are  pictorial,  and  their 
varying  types  make  them  a very  collectable  series,  even  for  the 
numismatist  who  otherwise  has  no  interest  in  Asiatic  coins.

The  really  interesting  thing  about  these  coins  is  the  wide  variety 
of  design.  They  appear  to  have  copied  practically  anything  they  saw 
suitable  for  the  flan  of  a coin  - except,  a large  exception,  that 
they  do  not  copy  contemporary  western  European  or  Crusader  designs. 


Figure  1 shows  one  of  the  earlier  coins,  a bronze  dirhem  of  Hosam 
ed-din  Timur tash.  Scholars  consider  that  the  obverse  of  this  coin 
is  a copy  of  an  ancient  Greek  type  showing  the  head  of  the  Seleucid 
king  of  Syria,  Antiochus  VII,  138-129  BC . Undoubtedly  hoards  of 
ancient  coins  were  commonly  turned  up  in  the  soil  of  norther  Meso- 
potamia - as  they  still  are  in  that  part  of  the  world  today  - and  a 


beautiful  portrait  tetradrachm  of  Antiochus  VII  was  well  worth  copy- 
ing. 


Figure  2 is  a coin  of  Nejm  ed-din  Alpi,  and  this  has  a pictorial  de- 
sign on  both  sides.  Here  we  have  a mixture  of  sources.  The  two 
heads  confronted  on  the  obverse  are  evidently  copied  from  a Roman  or 
Roman  colonial  source,  where  such  a design  is  common;  but  the  reverse 
copies  a type  used  for  the  gold  coinage  of  the  Byzantine  Emperor, 

John  II,  1118-1143  AD,  and  it  shows  the  Virgin  Mary  nimbate  crowning 
the  Emperor.  This  is  particularly  interesting  in  that  Nejm  ed-din 
began  his  reign  in  1152  AD,  only  nine  years  after  the  death  of  John 
II;  and,  also,  in  John  II's  reign  Byzantine  territories  did  not  ex- 
tend so  very  much  beyond  Constantinople  and  its  environs.  In  other

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words,  the  Urtuqids  are  here  copying  the  coin  design  of  a contemporary 
foreign  ruler,  and  in  the  process  are  in  this  case  depicting  the 
Mother  of  Jesus  Christ  - hardly  the  best  design,  one  would  have 
thought,  for  a Moslem  state! 


Another  type  minted  by  the  same  ruler,  Nejm  ed-din  Alpi,  is  that 
shown  as  Figure  3.  The  obverse  shows  two  heads  looking  slightly 
away  from  each  other.  This  was  undoubtedly  copied  from  a Byzantine 
type,  where  two  facing  busts  or  heads  are  common.  For  instance,  the 
solidus  of  Constantine  VI  and  Irene,  780-797  AD,  has  an  obverse 
showing  two  busts  wearing  crowns  not  unlike  those  on  the  Urtuqid 
coin.  But,  Byzantine  twin  heads  and  busts  never  look  away  from 
each  other!  One  feels  that  the  Urtuqids  are  here  consciously  de- 
parting from  their  model  - this,  perhaps,  is  the  first  step  towards 
an  art  of  their  own. 

The  reverse  would  appear  to  be  copied  from  the  small  Macedonia  bronze 
type  of  the  period  around  286-277  BC  which  shows  a Macedonian  shield 
with  a facing  Gorgon's  head  in  the  centre.  It  is  interesting  that 
the  obverse  of  this  coin  includes  the  "Kalima",  the  Moslem  statement 
of  faith,  and  also  the  name  of  the  ruling  Caliph  of  Baghdad,  whose 
name  is  included  on  the  Urtuqid  coinage  from  this  point  onwards. 

Figure  4 is  the  obverse  of  a coin  of  Ayyub  Qutb  ed-din  II  Ghazi,  and 
this  is  a close  copy  of  an  obverse  type  of  the  Byzantine  Emperor 
Heraclius,  610-641  AD,  where  the  larger  bust  is  that  of  Heraclius, 
and  the  smaller  that  of  Heraclius  Constantine,  his  son.  The  only 
noteworthy  difference  is  in  the  hair  style!  On  the  original  both  are 
crowned  with  a small  cross  on  the  head;  but  the  Urtuqids  are  no 
longer  mere  slavish  copiers,  and  the  head  of  Heraclius  is  made  to 
look  as  though  he  has  just  stepped  out  of  bed!

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Figure  5 is  another  obverse  of  the  same  ruler.  The  head  is  looking 
upwards  in  the  manner  of  a Constantinian  head  on  certain  of  the  gold 
coinage  - as,  for  instance,  that  of  Crispus,  317-326  AD,  and  some 
such  Roman  coin  must  be  the  model  here. 

Now  we  come  to  Hosam  ed-din  Yuluq  Arslan,  to  whom  belong  the  coins 
illustrated  as  Figures  6,  7,  8 and  9.  During  this  reign  the  local 
artists  would  appear  to  develop  into  full  "independence",  though,  at 
the  same  time,  the  politicians  appear  to  have  lost  full  national 
independence  - these  coins  name  not  only  the  Caliph  as  spiritual 
leader,  but  also  name  the  Ayyubid  ruler  of  Egypt  and  Syria  as  temporal 
overlord . 


Figure  6 shows  a large  facing  bust  with  the  right  hand  across  the 
breast.  We  are  moving  away  from  the  model  - a Byzantine  facing  bust 
holding  an  orb;  but  now  comes  another  innovation.  The  reverse  is 
modelled  on  the  star-pattern  style  used  for  Ayyubid  coins  minted  in 
Aleppo.  The  Ayyubid  overlord  is  Saladin,  1169-1193  AD. 


Figure  7 has  an  obverse  where  two  sources  are  joined  together.  The 
head  at  the  left  is  Byzantine;  but  the  profile  head  at  the  right 
is  Roman,  copying  possibly  that  of  Nero,  54-69  AD.  The  reverse  is 
normal,  with  Saladin  still  as  overlord. 

Figure  8 was  minted  in  1193  AD,  the  year  of  Saladin' s death.  The 
obverse  did  not  come  from  any  coin  model;  but  there  is  a sculpture 
known  from  classical  times  depicting  a very  similar  group  grieving

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for  the  departure  of  Ulysses  for  the  perils  of  the  Trojan  War.  The 
central  figure  there  was  Penelope.  It  would  appear  that  this  sculp- 
ture was  known  to  the  Urtuqids  and  has  been  taken  as  a model  for 
this  coin  and  used  to  portray  their  grief  on  the  death  of  their  be- 
loved leader,  Saladin. 


Figure  9 shows  a design  which  is  totally  unknown  to  us  otherwise  - 
either  this  is  copied  from  a sculpture  that  has  been  lost,  or  the 
Urtuqid  artist  is  stepping  out  on  his  own.  The  reverse,  with  its 
concentric  circles  of  legend,  is  modelled  on  the  style  of  the  Fatimid 
rulers  of  Egypt  who  were  ousted  by  the  Ayyubids,  a style  also  used 
by  the  earlier  Ayyubids.

We  now  come  to  Nasir  ed-din  Urtuq  Arslan.  For  this  ruler  I illustrate 
three  types.  Figure  10  is  the  most  interesting  of  these,  inspired 
from  some  sort  of  centaur  motif  - but  no  classical  centaur  ever  had 
a tail  formed  by  a dragon's  head;  and  if  he  had  he  would  not  have 
shot  at  it!  One  wonders  where  the  artist  could  possibly  have  thought 
up  such  a design.  Could  we  have  here  some  sort  of  reference  to  a 
contemporary  event,  such  as  a rebellion;  so  that  this  is  a cartoon 
to  point  out  to  the  rebels  that  they  are  part  of  the  body  of  the 
state  and  that  they  are  damaging  themselves  by  their  own  revolt?  I 
would  imagine  that  this  is  reading  too  much  into  it  - but  we  just 
do  not  know  enough  about  the  way  these  Urtuqid  artists  thought. 

Figure  11  is  an  obverse  showing  a man  riding  on  a lion.  This  sort 
of  design  is  known  in  classical  times.  There  is  a colonial  coin  of 
Caesareir  in  Palestine  depicting  Dionysus  reclining  on  a lion;  and 
a Roman  denarius  of  Septimius  Severus,  193-211  AD,  shows  Dea  Caelestis 
seated  facing  on  a lion  which  leaps  to  the  right;  but  this  Urtuqid 
coin  looks  as  though  it  may  well  be  something  which  originated  in 
the  artists's  head  - it  was  a design  which  was  itself  to  be  copied 
by  other  Moslem  rulers,  such  as  the  contemporary  princes  of  Irbil. 


The  last  illustration.  Figure  12,  shows  an  obverse  with  a typical 
Moslem  ruler  seated  cross-legged.  This  would  appear  to  be  the  copy 
of  a similar  design  minted  by  Saladin  only  slightly  earlier  in  this 
"pictorial  outbreak"  by  the  Moslems.  Though  there  is  one  further 
pictorial  type,  a rather  crude  facing  bust,  the  period  of  real 
artistry  is  over,  and  Moslem  coinage  sinks  back  to  what  it  was 
before,  calligraphy  and  geometric  designs  but  nothing  pictorial. 

Why  did  the  Urtuqids  not  copy  the  Crusader  coinage?  Quite  simply, 

I believe,  it  was  not  good  enough.  They  had  suddenly  realised  the 
beauty  of  all  the  classical  things  around  them  and  had  abundance  of 
first  class  models  to  choose  from,  wonderful  classical  heads  and 
groups  of  sculpture  - they  were  not  going  to  use  a second  best, 
which  was  all  Western  Europe  could  produce  at  the  time.  It  is  a 
pity  this  renaissance  was  so  short  lived.  The  pictorial  series 
closes  down  just  at  the  point  when  they  were  developing  their  own 
original  culture  - what  might  they  not  have  gone  on  to  produce? 

As  far  as  I know  there  has  never  in  history  been  such  wide  and  di- 
verse copying  of  other  peoples'  coin  types;  and  this  comparatively 
short  series  is  fascinating  and  very  collectable!

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Farm  Buildings  as 
a Theme  on  Notgeld

The  German/Austrian  notgeld  of  colorful  small  denomination  notes  is- 
sued mostly  during  1920-23  especially  lends  itself  to  collecting  by 
a particular  theme  or  topic.  Indeed,  some  dealers  cater  to  this  type 
of  collecting  and  will  help  a collector  locate  theme  notes.  One  of 
the  themes  that  suggests  itself  is  farms  and  farm  buildings  because 
even  the  smallest  villages  issued  notgeld  frequently  with  farming 
scenes  and  rural  views  and  because  farm  buildings  vary  enormously 
in  the  different  regions  of  Germany  and  Austria. 

The  basic  types  of  farm  buildings/houses  may  be  roughly  divided  into 
four  for  Germany  and  four  for  Austria,  although  many  variations  do 
occur.  In  Germany  these  consist  of  the  North  German  or  Lower  Saxony, 
Hessen  or  central  Germany,  and  the  Bavarian  and  Black  Forest  areas 
of  south  Germany.  For  Austria  they  are  somewhat  different  in  the 
Tyrol  and  Voralberg  in  eastern  Austria  as  compared  to  those  of  Lower 
Austria  and  the  Danube  River  valley. 

For  example,  notgeld  notes  from  the  village  of  Borstel  near  Hamburg 
shows  a typical  farm  house  of  the  Lower  Saxony  area  (Niedersachsiches 
bauernhaus)  on  the  50  Pfennig  note  and  the  interior  kitchen  on  the 
25  Pfennig  note,  both  issued  in  1921.  They  are  red  and  blue  with 
black  letters  on  the  obverse  and  dark  brown,  red  and  beige  on  the 
reverse.

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The  50  Pfennig  note  from  the  town  of  Eutin  near  Kiel  in  the  north 
Germany  province  of  Schleswig-Holstein  shows  the  similarity  of  de- 
sign to  the  adjacent  southern  state  of  Lower  Saxony.  It  is  a color- 
ful little  note  of  green,  brown  and  gray.  The  long  low  buildings 
usually  shelter  people  and  animals  under  the  one  roof ; and  a main 
doorway  opens  onto  a diele  open  area,  located  in  the  center.  The 
crossed  carved  wooden  horses  seen  so  often  in  this  area  nailed  to 
the  gable  are  said  to  ward  off  bad  luck.

A 50  Pfennig  note  from  the  small  village  of  Keitum  auf  Sylt  in  the 
northern  Frisian  Islands  shows  typical  farm  buildings  from  that 
area.  "Fachwerkbau" , or  half-timbered  houses  are  common  in  Lower 
Saxony  while  houses  and  buildings  to  the  north  are  often  constructed 
of  brick.  Thatched  roofs  may  still  be  seen  although,  unfortunately, 
they  are  vanishing.

The  practice  of  leaving  the 
beams  exposed  in  the  half  timbered  style  is  very  attractive.

Not  illustrated  is  the  Bavarian  style,  similar  to  that  found  in  the 
Tyrol.  It  is  characterized  by  low-pitched  roofs,  long  balconies  on 
the  upper  stories;  and  in  the  Alpine  areas  the  roofs  are  weighted 
with  stones.  Also  not  illustrated  is  the  Black  Forest  style  with 
steeply  pitched  roofs  with  barns/stables  built  into  the  stone  found- 
ations, helping  insulate  the  living  area  from  the  cold. 


A 10  Heller  note  issued  in  1921  from  the  tiny  Austrian  village  of 
Zell  am  Moos,  located  on  Lake  Zeller  near  Salzburg,  illustrates  the 


Salzburger/Tyrol  chalet  type  which  do  resemble  those  of  adjacent 
Bavaria  in  Germany.  They  too  have  low  pitched  roofs  often  decorated 
by  small  belfreys.  This  note  is  brown  on  brown  paper. 
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Also  not  shown  are  houses  of  the  Voralberg  area  of  eastern  Austria 
which  are  very  similar  to  those  in  adjacent  Switzerland  and  are 
characterized  by  shingled  facades  where  each  row  of  windows  peeps 
from  beneath  a protective  ledge. 

Farm  buildings  of  the  Danube  area  of  Austria  are  illustrated  (though 


Oepping , 10  Heller 

of  Linz  which  are  quite  similar  to  those  of  the  Danube  plain.  They 
are  placed  in  a symetrical  quadrangle  (vierkant)  around  a central 
courtyard  with  a single  large  door  opening  onto  the  street. 

Other  types  of  buildings  offer  possibilities  of  notgeld  thematic 
collecting,  including  churches,  historical  monuments,  castles,  even 
factories.  Indeed,  notgeld  collecting  by  themes  offers  almost  un- 
limited possibilities.

NEW  GERMAN  TWO  MARK  COIN  SCHEDULED  FOR  RELEASE

The  West  German  government  has  scheduled  a new  2 Mark  circulation 
series  coin  for  release  in  early  1979  bearing  the  portrait  of  German 
statesman  Kurt  Schumacher  on  the  25th  anniversary  of  his  death.  The 
2 Mark  coin  will  be  the  same  size,  weight  and  thickness  as  other  2 
Mark  coins  currently  in  circulation,  YA-117  bearing  the  likeness  of 
former  Chancellor  Konrad  Adenaur  and  YB-117  with  the  portrait  of 
former  German  president  Theodor  Heuss. 
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14  DIFFERENT  PORTRAITS  OF  QUEEN  ELIZABETH  II  HAVE  APPEARED 
ON  BRITISH  COMMONWEALTH  BANKNOTES  SINCE  1952

14  different  portraits  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  have  been  used  by  27  Brit- 
ish commonwealth  countries,  their  dependencies  and  associated  states, 
on  their  banknotes  since  1952.  Most  portraits  are  from  photographs 
but  a few  are  from  paintings.  The  name  of  the  photographer  is  known 
only  in  a few  cases. 

In  contrast,  only  3 different  portraits  of  the  Queen  have  been  used  on 
Commonwealth  coins.  They  are  the  youthful  uncrowned  portrait  designed 
by  Mary  Gillick;  the  youthful  crowned  portrait  designed  by  Cecil  Thomas 
and  the  mature  portrait  with  tiara  by  Machin.  Belize,  using  the  youth- 
ful uncrowned  portrait,  is  the  only  Commonwealth  government  not  present- 
ly using  the  Machin  portrait.  British  crowns  of  1953  and  1977  show  the 
Queen  on  horseback,  but  are  not  considered  as  portraits.  The  1953  de- 
sign is  Gilbert  Ledward's  and  the  1977  issue  is  by  Machin.  Cook  Island's 
1973  $2.00  issue  and  Jamaica's  1978  $25,  $100  and  $200  show  the  Queen 
in  coronation  robes  seated  on  her  throne.  The  design  is  from  a photo- 
graph by  Cecil  Beaton.  The  1978  Crown  of  St.  Helena  and  Tristan  da  Cunha 
show  a full  face  front  view  portrait  of  the  Queen.  The  design  is 
from  a photograph  by  Peter  Grugen. 

At  the  present  time  17  commonwealth  members,  their  dependencies  and 
associated  states  are  issuing  banknotes  showing  9 out  of  the  14 
different  portraits  of  the  Queen  that  have  appeared  since  1952.  Only 
Canada  still  issues  new  banknotes  showing  more  than  one  portrait  of 
the  Queen.  This  is  due  to  an  overstock  of  the  1954  series  (Type  3) 

$1,000  banknote  which  so  far  has  made  it  unnecessary  to  issue  this 
denomination  in  the  1969  multicolored  series  (Subtype  12A) . 

All  but  2 (Canada  and  Australia)  of  the  17  countries  show  the  Queen's 
portrait  on  all  denominations  of  their  banknotes.  Canada  shows  the 
Queen's  portrait  on  their  $1,  2,  20  and  1,000  banknotes.  Australia 
shows  the  Queen's  portrait  only  on  their  $1  banknote.  Canada  may  well 
follow  Australia's  lead  in  the  coming  years. 

The  15  commonwealth  governments  now  using  the  Queen's  portrait  on  all 
denominations  of  their  current  banknotes  are:  Bahamas,  Belize  (form- 

erly British  Honduras),  Bermuda,  Cayman  Islands,  East  Caribbean  Cur- 
cency  Authority  (formerly  British  Caribbean  Territories) , Falkland 
Islands,  Fiji  Islands,  Gibraltar,  Great  Britain,  Isle  of  Man,  Jersey, 
Mauritius,  New  Zealand,  St.  Helena  and  Solomon  Islands. 

Tuvalu  and  the  Gilbert  Islands,  both  due  to  become  independent  this 
year,  may  show  the  Queen  on  their  first  issue  of  banknotes. 

Ten  commonwealth  governments  that  formerly  used  the  Queen's  portrait 
on  their  banknotes  have  replaced  it  in  favor  of  something  more  nation- 
alistic. They  are:  Ceylon,  Cyprus,  East  Africa,  Hong  Kong,  Jamaica, 

Malaya  and  British  Borneo,  Malta,  Rhodesia  (formerly  Rhodesia  and 
Nyasaland  and  before  that  Southern  Rhodesia) , Seychelles  and  Trinidad 
& Tobago. 
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The  14  Portraits: 


I have  subdivided  the  various  portraits  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  that 
have  appeared  on  commonwealth  banknotes  since  1952  in  14  types  which 
are  listed  approximately  in  the  order  of  their  issuance.  Under  the 
listing  for  each  type  of  portrait,  I have  noted  the  governments  that 
issued  the  notes  and  their  first  year  of  issue  as  well  as  the  govern- 
ments that  are  still  issuing  notes.  Unfortunately,  the  listing  is 
somewhat  subjective  as  a few  portraits  are  very  similar  and  it  is  thus 
not  clear  cut  in  these  cases  if  they  should  be  grouped  together  or 
separated . 

The  subdivisions  I have  made  under  Type  4 are  on  fairly  minor  points, 
so  the  collector  could  eliminate  the  5 subtypes,  counting  them  as  one 
type. 


Type  1 

Type  1:  Profile  of  youthful  bareheaded  Queen  facing  right. 

First  issued  by  Bermuda  in  1952  and  by  Cyprus  in  1952  only  on  their 
5 Shilling  note.  No  longer  being  issued. 

Type  2:  Profile  of  youthful  bareheaded  Queen  facing  left. 

First  issued  by  Falkland  Islands  in  1960  and  by  Seychelles  in  1954. 
Still  being  issued  by  Falkland  Islands.  However,  new  notes  are 
being  planned  for  Falkland  Islands  and  should  be  issued  in  several 
years . 

Type  3:  Youthful  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen. 

First  issued  by  Canada  in  1954.  Still  being  issued  by  Canada  on 
their  $1,000  banknote  since  a good  supply  of  unissued  notes  in  uncir- 
culated condition  is  still  on  hand.  Interestingly  enough,  the  $1,000 
banknote  is  probably  used  to  a big  extent  by  those  in  organized 
crime,  especially  the  drug  trade,  who  prefer  to  make  their  trans- 
actions in  cash.  While  there  are  no  counterfeits  known  of  the  $1,000 
banknote,  a great  many  counterfiet  copies  were  made  of  all  denomin- 
ations from  $2  through  $100.  The  most  difficult  counterfeit  copies 
to  detect  are  some  of  the  well  made  $100  banknotes  which  are  still 
being  passed  in  Canada.  If  you  can  flick  the  small  green  planchets 
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on  the  note  off  with  your  fingernail,  then  the  note  is  genuine.  On 
counterfeit  notes  the  green  planchets  are  printed  on  the  note,  and  so 
cannot  be  flicked  off  with  the  fingernail. 

There  is  a variety  known  as  "Devil's  Face"  in  which  the  light  areas  in 
the  hair  behind  the  Queen's  left  ear  give  the  effect  of  a devil  peering 
out  from  behind  it.  The  "Devil's  Face"  variety  occurs  for  all  denomi- 
nations and  is  not  rare.  Eventually,  the  shading  in  the  Queen's  hair 
was  darkened  so  as  to  obliterate  the  effect  of  the  "Devil's  Face". 


Type  4:  Youthful  crowned  portrait  showing  the  Queen's  left  ear. 

I have  subdivided  this  type  into  5 subtypes  as  there  are  slight  diff- 
erences in  the  engravers'  interpretation  of  the  Queen's  portrait  for 


each  of  the  5 subtypes.  The  portrait  of  the  Queen  appears  on  the 
right  hand  side  of  the  banknotes  and  shows  her  left  ear  only. 


Type  4A 


Subtype  4A:  First  issued  by  Belize  in  1974,  Bermuda  in  1957, 

British  Carribbean  Territories  in  1953,  British  Honduras  in  1952, 
Cyprus  in  1956  (on  all  notes  except  for  the  1952  5 Shilling  note 
listed  under  Type  2),  Fiji  in  1953,  Hong  Kong  in  1952  (on  their 
$1.00  note  only),  Mauritius  in  1954,  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  in 
1956  and  Southern  Rhodesia  in  1955.  Now  being  issued  by  Belize. 


Type  4B 


Subtype  4B:  First  issued  by  Bahamas  in  1953.  No  longer  being 

issued . 


Subtype  4C:  First  issued  by  East  Africa  in  1953.  No  longer  being 

issued . 

Subtype  4D:  First  issued  by  Malaya  and  British  Borneo  in  1955. 

No  longer  being  issued.

Subtype  4E:  First  issued  by  Hong  Kong  in  1952  on  their  1,  5 and 

10c  notes.  No  longer  being  issued. 


Type  5:  Youthful  crowned  portrait  of  the  Queen  showing  her  right 


ear . 
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The  face  is  slightly  more  detailed,  less  round  and  more  mature  than 
in  Type  4.  The  portrait  appears  on  the  left  side  of  the  banknote 
and  shows  the  Queen's  right  ear  only.  Due  to  slight  differences 
in  facial  characteristics  I have  made  two  subdivisions. 


Type  5 A 


Subtype  5A:  Facial  characteristics  are  more  round  and  less  sharp 

than  those  shown  in  Subtype  5B.  First  issued  by  East  Africa  in 
1958  and  by  Bahamas  in  1965.  Now  being  issued  by  Bahamas. 


Type  SB 

Subtype  5B:  Facial  characteristics  are  sharper  than  those  in 

Subtype  5a  and  the  head  is  turned  slightly  more  to  the  right. 
Issued  by  Jamaica  on  their  5 pound  note  dated  4 July  1960  (Pick 
48).  No  longer  being  issued. 

Type  6:  Mature  crowned  portrait  of  the  Queen  showing  her  left  ear. 

This  portrait  is  similar  to  Type  4 but  feel  the  face  and  overall 
design  are  sufficiently  different  to  make  it  a distinct  type. 
First  issued  by  the  Bank  of  England  in  1960.  No  longer  being 
issued . 
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Type  7 

Type  7:  Mature  crowned  profile  of  the  Queen  facing  left. 

First  issued  by  Australia  in  1953  on  their  $1.00  banknote  only.  No 
longer  being  issued. 
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Type  8 
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Type  8:  Mature  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  tiara. 

First  issued  by  Ceylon  in  1952  and  by  the  Bank  of  Jamaica  on  all 
denominations  under  their  Law  of  1960  on  undatd  banknotes.  No 
longer  being  issued. 


Type  9 


Type  9:  Youthful  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  cloak  and 

Order  of  the  Garter. 

This  attractive  portrait  of  the  Queen  is  taken  from  a portrait 
painted  by  Pietro  Annigoni.  I feel  it  is  the  most  attractive  of 
all  the  portraits  of  the  Queen  shown  on  commonwealth  banknotes. 
First  issued  bt  East  Caribbean  Currency  Authority  in  1965,  Fiji  in 
1960,  Isle  of  Man  in  1961,  Jersey  in  1963,  Malta  in  1954,  Mauritius 
in  1968,  Seychelles  in  1968,  Rhodesia  in  1964  and  Trinidad  & Tobago 
in  1964.  Still  being  used  by  Fiji,  East  Caribbean  Currency  Auth- 
ority and  Mauritius. 


Type  10 

Type  10:  Mature  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  cloak  and 

Order  of  the  Garter. 
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First  issued  by  Australia  in  1966  on  their  $1.00  banknote  only. 
Portraits  of  famous  Australians  appear  on  other  denominations. 
Still  being  issued  by  Australia  on  their  $1.00  banknote. 


Type  11 


Type  11:  Mature  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  tiara  and  necklace. 


A most  attractive  portrait  of  the  Queen  taken  from  a photograph 
by  Anthony  Buckley.  First  used  by  Bermuda  in  1970,  Cayman  Islands 
in  1972,  Gibraltar  in  1977  (notes  are  dated  1975),  Jersey  in  1976 
and  New  Zealand  in  1967.  Still  being  issued  by  all  these  govern- 
ments . 


Type  12:  Mature  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  necklace. 

There  are  slight  differences  in  the  facial  characteristics  in  the 
two  subtypes  listed  below  which  may  be  due  to  differences  in  inter- 
pretation by  two  different  engravers.  The  hair,  necklace,  earrings 
anddress  on  the  shoulders  is  the  same. 


Type  12A 

Subtype  12A:  First  issued  by  Canada  in  1969.  Now  being  issued  by 
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Canada  on  their  $1,  2 and  20  banknotes.  Canadian  prime  ministers 
appear  on  the  current  $5,  10,  20,  50  and  100  banknotes.  Type  3 
portrait  is  still  being  issued  on  the  $1,000  banknote.  No  counter- 
feit copies  have  been  made  of  any  notes  of  Subtype  12A. 
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Type  12B 

Subtype  12B:  First  issued  by  Solomon  Islands  in  1977.  Now  being 

issued  by  Solomon  Islands. 
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Type  12 

Type  13:  Mature  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  ribbon  and 

medals  on  her  dress. 

First  issued  by  the  Isle  of  Man  in  1972  and  by  St.  Helena  in  1975. 
Still  being  issued  by  these  governments. 

Type  14:  Mature  crowned  portrait  of  the  Queen. 

The  portrait  in  the  two  subtypes  listed  below  is  very  similar 
except  for  very  minor  points.  However,  the  robes  and  jewelry  in  the 
two  subtypes  are  entirely  different.  Since  this  article  is  con- 
cerned with  a listing  ofportraits  of  the  Queen,  I have  grouped  the 
notes  as  two  subtypes  rather  than  as  two  types.  Some  collectors 
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may  wish  to  group  them  as  two  types . 


Type  14A 

Subtype  14A:  First  issued  by  the  Bank  of  England  in  1971  on  their 

5 Pound  banknote  and  in  1978  on  their  1 Pound  note.  Still  being 
issued  on  these  two  denominations.  The  Queen  is  shown  with  cloak 
and  Order  of  the  Garter. 


Type  14B 

Subtype  14B:  First  issued  by  the  Bank  of  figland  in  1975  for  their 

10  and  20  Pound  banknotes.  Still  being  issued  for  these  two  de- 
nominations. The  Queen  is  shown  in  robes  of  state  with  diamond 
necklace. 

Watermarks  showing  the  Queen's  portrait 

A watermark  showing  the  Queen's  portrait  appears  on  all  denominations 
of  banknotes  issued  by  British  Caribbean  Territories,  East  Caribbean 
Territory  Authority  and  Gibraltar,  as  well  as  the  current  20  Pound  note 
issued  by  the  Bank  of  England . 
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A youthful  bareheaded  portrait  of  the  Queen,  facing  right,  appears  in 
the  watermark  on  all  denominations  on  the  banknotes  first  issued  in 
1953  by  the  British  Caribbean  Territories.  The  notes  are  no  longer 
being  issued. 

A youthful  crowned  portrait  of  the  Queen,  facing  right,  is  shown  in 
the  watermark  on  all  denominations  of  banknotes  first  issued  in  1965 
by  the  East  Caribbean  Currency  Authority.  The  notes  are  still  being 
issued . 

A profile  of  the  Queen,  facing  right,  is  shown  in  the  watermark  on  all 
denominations  of  Gibraltar's  banknotes  which  were  first  issued  in 
1977.  Notes  are  still  being  issued. 

A watermark  showing  a full  face  portrait  of  the  Queen  with  crown  ap- 
pears on  the  Bank  of  England's  current  20  Pound  banknote  which  is 
now  being  issued. 

The  use  of  the  royal  portrait  on  commonwealth  banknotes  in  future  years 

There  will  be  a continual  change  in  the  near  future  in  those  countries 
using  the  royal  portrait  on  their  banknotes.  When  nationalistic 
feelings  and  aspirations  reach  a certain  point  in  a commonwealth 
country,  or  when  it  becomes  a fully  independent  Republic  with  the 
Queen  no  longer  head  of  State,  the  royal  portrait  will  be  replaced 
with  something  more  nationalistic. 

In  its  1969  series  of  banknotes,  Canada  replaced  the  Queen's  portrait 
on  the  $5,  10,  50  and  100  banknotes  with  the  portraits  of  four  of  her 
most  famous  prime  ministers. 

In  1976  Seychelles  became  an  independent  republic  but  remained  a mem- 
ber of  the  Commonwealth.  At  this  time  it  replaced  the  Queen's  portrait 
on  their  banknotes  with  that  of  James  R.  Mancham,  their  first  presi- 
dent. He  was  deposed  in  June  1977,  so  his  portrait  will  be  replaced 
when  new  banknotes  are  required . 

In  1977  Trinidad  & Tobago  replaced  the  Queen's  portrait  with  their 
country's  coat  of  arms. 

Mauritius,  expected  to  become  a Republic  in  the  near  future,  will 
probably  replace  the  Queen's  portrait  on  their  coins  and  banknotes 
with  something  more  nationalistic. 

To  offset  the  loss  of  the  Queen's  portrait  on  banknotes  of  some  of 
the  more  independent  and  nationalistic  commonwealth  governments; 
former  colonies,  dependencies  and  states  of  Commonwealth  members 
issuing  banknotes  for  the  first  time  will  probably  use  the  Queen's 
portrait.  Such  was  the  case  in  1977  with  Solomon  Islands  using  the 
Queen's  portrait  on  their  first  decimal  banknotes.  Gibraltar  final- 
ly adopted  the  Queen's  portrait  af ter  having  issued  its  own  banknotes 
without  the  royal  portrait  since  1914. 

Topical  Collection 

Banknotes  showing  the  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  make  an  interest- 
ing topical  collection  either  by  collecting  one  of  each  of  the  above

listed  types  of  notes;  one  of  each  of  the  different  types  from  each  of 
the  various  commonwealth  countries;  or  by  collecting  all  denominations 
of  all  notes  bearing  the  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II.  Fortunately, 
there  are  inexpensively  priced  notes  available  in  uncirculated  con- 
dition in  each  of  the  14  types  I have  listed  above.

Information  on  Thailand  Note  in  May  1978  ID _,  Please  Received 

(Ed:  In  the  May  1978  ID,  Please ? member  W.  A.  Haskell  requested  in- 

formation on  Thailand  Pick  #60.  Below  is  the  response  received  by  Mr. 
Haskell  in  a letter  from  Mac.  J-  Boling.) 

I saw  the  (Thailand)  note  you  had  in  the  recent  NI  BULLETIN.  Howard 
Daniel,  an  expert  in  SEAsian  currencies,  especially  Fr.  Indochina,  is 
in  the  same  unit  with  me,  and  we  both  noticed  your  query  about  the 
Thai/British  note.  We  can't  quote  you  the  source,  but  both  have  the 
same  knowledge  about  the  piece.  Britain  originally  intended  to  occupy 
Thailand  as  a conquering,  not  liberating,  power.  Thailand  declared 
war  on  the  US  and  Britain  during  the  War,  but  the  US  took  that  to  be 
a temporary  political  aberration,  while  Britain  took  it  seriously 
(Thailand  also  offended  Britain  by  annexing  several  Malay  states/pro- 
vinces during  the  war,  with  Japanese  approval,  and  of  course  Malaya 
was  British  before  the  War).  Anyway,  the  US  finally  prevailed,  Thai- 
land was  "liberated",  and  the  British  had  no  use  for  their  occupation 
currency,  so  they  turned  it  over  to  the  Thai  government,  who  over- 
printed it  for  use  as  an  emergency  currency  issue  (I'm  sure  you're 
familiar  with  some  of  the  other  somewhat  irregular  issues  of  the  im- 
mediate postwar  period  there) . Several  places  apparently  did  the 
overprinting,  as  varieties  of  type  font  exist,  as  well  as  the  noted 
error,  which  omitted  a character.  That  particular  note,  being  outside 
the  period  of  Japanese  "influence",  is  not  part  of  my  collecting  inter- 
est, but  I do  have  a copy  of  the  "error"  that  I had  an  opportunity  to 
acquire.

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ER  II  Coinage  Portraits

Five  different  obverse  and  two  different  reverse  portraits  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  II  (ER  II)  have  appeared  on  British  Commonwealth  coinage 
during  the  past  quarter  century. 

The  Queen's  father,  King  George  VI,  died  in  February  1952  and  his 
portrait  was  continued  on  Commonwealth  coinage  for  the  remainder  of 
that  year. 


Queen  Elizabeth's  portrait  first  appeared  on  Commonwealth  coinage  in 
1953  with  two  portraits  being  used  for  the  obverse  side.  A youthful, 
uncrowned,  portrait  by  Mrs.  Mary  Gillick  was  used  for  Commonwealth

members  on  their  coinage  whereas  a youthful  crowned  portrait  by  Cecil 
Thomas  was  used  on  the  coinage  of  the  colonies,  associated  states, 
dependencies,  etc. 


Arnold  Machin ' s 
Mature  Portrait 


Arnold  Machin 's  mature  portrait  of 
the  Queen  with  a diamond  tiara,  first 
used  in  1965  on  the  obverse  side  of 
Canadian  coinage  and  in  1968  on  the 
obverse  side  of  British  coinage,  now 
appears  on  the  obverse  side  of  the 
coinage  of  all  governments  using  the 
Queen's  portrait,  except  for  Belize 
which  still  uses  the  youthful  crowned 
portrait.  1965-dated  coins  of  the 
British  Caribbean  Territories  with 
the  youthful  crowned  portrait  of 
the  Queen  are  still  being  struck  to 
fill  local  demands  in  the  Caribbean 
area . 

The  full  figure  of  the  Queen  mounted 
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on  horseback  appears  on  the  ob- 
verse of  the  1953  British  Crown 
coin  and  a similar  portrait  ap- 
pears on  the  obverse  of  the  1977

Gambia,  Jamaica,  Malaya  and  British  Borneo,  Nigeria,  Rhodesia, 

Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland,  Seychelles,  South  Africa  and  Southern  Rhodesia. 

The  portrait  coinage  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  is  a good  theme  for  a top- 
ical collection,  either  by  type  or  by  date.  Coins  are  available  in 
a large  variety  of  metals:  bronze,  nickel,  copper -nickel,  silver, 

gold,  platinum,  gilded  silver  and  in  1978  a gold  colored  copper- 
nickel  alloy.  They  cover  a large  variety  of  denominations  from  1/2 
Pence  through  $200.00;  they  are  up  to  60mm  in  diameter;  and  they  are 
of  many  shapes.

THE  PROVINCIAL  TOKEN-COINAGE  OF  THE  18th  CENTURY.  By  R.  Dalton  and 
S.  H.  Hamer.  Hardcover,  7"  x 10",  640pp,  illus.  $50.00.  Available 
from  Quarterman  Publications,  Inc.,  5 South  Union  St.,  Lawrence, 
Mass.  01843. 


Provincial  Token  Coinage  (originally  published  in  separate  sections 
beginning  with  the  first  in  1910)  is  the  major  reference  catalog  of 
trade  and  political  tokens  issued  in  the  British  Isles  primarily  be- 
tween 1783  and  1815.  This  Quarterman  edition  - reprinted  from  the 
original  - contains  all  the  alphabetical  listings  (based  on  the 
system  established  by  James  Atkins)  for  several  thousand  tokens;  the 
halftone  photographs  of  most  listed  items;  addenda  and  corrigenda; 
and  information  about  contemporary  counterfeits.  This  is  a reference 
work  the  collector  of  British  tokens  will  find  indispensible .

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A Pub  Crawl 
Round  Ulster 

by  0.  D.  Cres swell,  Belfast,  Northern  Ireland,  NI  #560 

A pub  crawl  that  cannot  raise  a single  eyebrow  can  be  enjoyed  vicar- 
iously through  the  token  coins  issued  in  the  middle  of  the  seven- 
teenth century  by  inn-keepers  for  the  convenience  of  their  customers. 
It  is  only  in  comparatively  recent  times  that  governments  have  re- 
garded it  as  a basic  service  to  ensure  an  adequate  supply  of  small 
change  for  the  business  needs  of  the  man  in  the  street  and  indeed  in 
present  day  Italy  this  service  has  to  a large  extent  broken  down. 

Just  as  modern  Italian  shopkeepers  have  filled  the  vacuum  by  issuing 
token  paper  so  our  ancestors  at  various  times  supplied  token  coins 
for  their  customers,  starting  in  the  years  after  1650  when  copper 
coins  just  were  not  issued.  In  the  van  were  the  inn-keepers,  and 
through  their  tokens  we  can  make  a strictly  sober  tour  of  the  inns 
of  Ulster  three  hundred  years  ago. 

We  can  start  our  trip  in  Carrickf ergus,  at  that  time  the  big  town 
when  Belfast  was  a mere  settlement  on  the  Farst,  and  quench  our 
thirst  at  one  of  five  inns.  Messrs.  Burns,  Wadman,  Hall,  Willoughby 
and  Magee  all  issued  little  coins  bearing  the  famous  castle  and 
while  some  may  have  been  merchants  of  other  wares,  we  can  be  sure 
at  least  one  of  them  welcomed  travellers.  Since  there  was  as  yet  no 
Coast  Road,  a visit  to  the  Plough  in  Magheramorne  or  to  William 
Cragg's  inn  at  Glenarm,  which  carried  the  sign  of  a man  with  a scythe, 
would  involve  us  in  lengthy  detours  on  bad  roads  so  we  may  head  west 
into  Belfast  but  without  stopping  there  press  on  to  Lisburn.  Here  at 
the  Ford  of  the  Gamblers  we  can  take  our  pick  of  three  inns.  William 
Andrews  at  the  sign  of  the  Tree,  George  Gregson  at  the  Cup  and  two 
partners  known  only  from  their  initials,  W.R.  and  D.M.,  at  the  Heart, 
could  provide  rest  and  nourishment  for  both  rider  and  horse.  On 
next  day  to  Ballymena  and  a familair  name,  William  Adare,  greets  us 
at  the  Rose.  It  would  seem  that  the  thirst  of  the  Braidmen  of  those 
far  off  days  was  satisfied  beneath  the  same  roof,  at  least  name-wise, 
as  today. 

Heading  over  the  county  border  into  Derry  we  strike  a barren  patch 
as  only  at  Kilrea  and  Moneymore  outside  the  not  yet  Maiden  City  did 
inn-keepers  issue  tokens.  At  Moneymore  Henry  Hunter  kept  the  Horn  and 
in  Kilrea  Nicholas  Edwards  issued  tokens  with  a female  bust  on  them, 
leaving  us  with  a pretty  puzzle  as  to  the  name  of  his  inn.  Since 
classical  allusions  would  be  more  readily  understood  then  than  now 
the  field  of  choice  is  wide  indeed.  On  to  Derry  itself  and  we  can 
stop  at  the  Dove,  the  Heart  or  the  Crossed  Branches.  The  oldest  sign 
for  an  inn  was  a green  bush,  hence  the  saying  that  good  wine  needs  no 
bush,  so  maybe  William  Lennox  ran  the  oldest  pub  in  the  town.  Two 
other  tokens  from  Derry  bear  a harp,  raising  the  interesting  query 
as  to  whether  they  originated  from  inns  bearing  that  sign  or  merely 
signify  that  they  come  from  Ireland. 
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Leaving  Derry  and  heading  south  we  are  in  for  a lean  time.  Only  at 
the  Ship  in  Dungannon  does  James  Hanna  keep  open  door  for  travellers 
and  in  Fermanagh  the  only  oasis  is  the  house  of  William  Cooper  in 
Enniskillen.  Armagh  is  only  a little  better  and  in •Charlemont  Edward 
Perry  keeps  the  George  and  in  Armagh  itself  the  Stag  is  presided  over 
by  John  Davidson.  In  Lurgan  we  find  the  unlikely  sign  of  the  Ship 
and  so  we  enter  the  better  populated,  and  for  travellers,  better 
provided  County  of  Down.  If  our  thirst  has  grown  during  the  dry 
miles  of  the  West  we  will  head  straight  for  Dromore.  Here  we  are 
in  the  safe  hands  of  William  Haltrige  at  the  Heart  and  Phelim 
Magennis  at  the  Harp.  There  is  little  likelihood  of  the  drink 
running  out  as  two  distillers  work  in  the  town,  Edward  Hall  and 
William  Wilne.  Indeed  all  over  County  Down  pubs  abound  from  the 
Hand  in  Newry  to  the  Heart  in  Holywood  and  from  the  Crescent  in 
Downpatrick  to  the  Cross  in  Donaghadee.  In  Hillsborough  we  find  the 
Fleur  de  Lys , perhaps  suggesting  that  the  immigrant  French  had  made 
their  mark  while  in  Newtownards  James  Templeton  kept  the  Two  Gauntlets. 
Killyleagh  had  both  inn  and  distiller  and  in  our  last  stopping  place, 
Bangor,  both  James  Cleland  and  James  Moore  issued  tokens  with  an 
anchor  and  a church  on  them.  Surely  one  of  them  welcomed  visitors 
long  before  the  day  of  the  seaside  landowner.  We  can  end  our  trip 
in  Belfast  where  the  inns  are  numerous  enough  to  make  a lengthy  stay 
and  indeed  another  article  a necessity.
